(36). Thomas Woodrooffe, A.M., Rectoriam a Corbeto derelictam interoedente 
Gomite Warwicenfti (cni a sacriB fiiit) obtinnit; ad eandem a Naihaniele Brent 
Ticario generali ad prsesentationem Regis (sic enim in mandate indnctionis dicitor) 
institntos anno 1646^ (X)t. 8, aocepto Indnctionis mandato die 24 ejnsdem mensis. 
Vir minime mains, nisi mate qnandoqne canssB inserviisset. RectoriA annis fore

Translation of the above. 

(86). Thomas Woodrooffe, A.M., obtained the living vacated by Corbet at the 
reqnest of the Earl of Warwick (whose chaplain he was) ; being appointed to the 
same by Nathaniel Brent, Yicar-Gleneral, at the King's presentation (for so it is 
stated in the mandate of induction) on the 8rd of October, 1646, the mandate of 
induction being accepted on the 24th day of the same month. He had been a man 
all bnt blameless had he not sometime served a blameworthy caose. After he had 
enjoyed possession of the living about fourteen years, Church and State were 
restored at the Restoration of King Charles II., and he was compelled to give place 
to the better title of John Reading in the middle of the year 1660. He then 
betook himself to the house and service of the Earl of Warwick and attained to 
extreme old age, yet was not so averse to the Church of England but that he

destined his two sons to the sacred ministry of the same, and saw them both daljT 
ordained and beneficed before his death. He died Oct. 25, 1689. 

In the Diary of Mary, Conntess of Warwick (wife of Charles 4th Earl), freqnent 
mention is made of Ber. Thomas WoodroofPe. See Memoir of Lady Warwiek 
(Religions Tract Society, London) ; also Autobiography of Mary, Countus of Warwick 
(London, printed for the Percy Society, 1848). 

Will of Ber. Thomas Woodrooflfe, extracted from the principal Registry of the 
Probate, Divorce, and Admiralty Division of the High Conrt of Justice. 

In the Prerogative Court of Canterbury. 

" In the Name of God Amen 

" I Thomas WoodroofPe of Felstead in the County of Essex Clerk desiring while 
'M am of sound disposing memory (as I thank Ood I now am) to dispose 
*' and settle such houses lands and goods as it hath pleased OoD to make me 
" owner of soe that I may not be unreasonably disquieted with the thoughts and 
" care of disposing of them when I shall be departing out of this World revoking 
" therefore all former and other wills I doe make and ordaine this my last Will and 
<< Testament in manner following I doe give and bequeath unto my loving wife 
'^ Anne WoodroofPe all that my messuage or tenement with the appurtenances lately 
^' erected and built by me the said Thomas WoodroofPe situated in the poultry on 
'^ the North side of the said Streete in the parish of Mildred in London now in 
'* the occupation of Benjamin Godfrey Millener or his assigns knowne by the signe 
^* of the Maydonhead with all the rents and profitts of the same together with all 
*' waies easements and appurtenances thereto belonging to have hold and to enjoy 
" the said messuage or tenement and premises for and during the naturall life of 
'^ her the said Anne Woodrooffe my loving wife and from and after the death of 
*' the said Anne WoodroofPe my loving wife I give and bequeath the said messuage 
*' tenement and premises with the rents issues and profitts of the same unto my 
" loving sonn Thomas Woodroofie and to his heirs and assignes for ever moreover 
*' I give and by this my last Will and Testament bequeath to my loving sone 
** Thomas WoodroofPe and to his heirs and assignes for ever all that my moyety 
'* and halfe part of all that the manner capitall messuage or farme house commonly 
" called HuflPham* otherwise North Court with the moyety of all buildings yarde 
'' and orchards rents services franchises privileges lands tenements and appur- 
*"' tenances thereto belonging in the County of Kent and also the moyety of certaine 
'' pieces or parcells of arrable land woodland meadow pasture and downe land unto 

* The manor fann of Ha£Qiam or Hoogham was sold in 1666 bj James Wilsford of Dding in 
the Parish of Kingstone, oo. Kent, and Blixabeth his wife, to John 8wan of Itkham and Thomas 
Woodroofie of Chartham. (Close Boll 1656. Public Record Office.) Thomas Woodrooffe's 
moiety of the property continued in the family till 1869, when it was sold by Bev. Thoe. Wood- 
rooffe to H. H. Borens, Esq. 
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'^ the said messuage or farme house belonging or therewith now or heretofore used 
'* lett or enjoyed sitnate Ijeing and being in the said parish of Hnffham or North 
" Court in the said County of Kent and the moyety of all other my lands mannors 
*' tenements and hereditaments whatsoever in Huffham als* Huckham and in 
" Capell Lefeme and Chilveton or any of them in the said County of Kent provided 
'' that my sonne Thomas Woodrooffe his heirs or assignes doe pay or cause to be 
" paid these sums of good and lawful! English money as foUoweth that is to say 
*^ one hundred pounds to my daughter Mary Woodrooffe two yeares after my de- 
" cease and two hundred pounds to my daughter Essex Woodrooffe foure yeares 
*' after my decease and two hundred pounds to my sonn William Woodrooffe six 
'' yeares after my decease and two hundred pounds to my sonn Robert Woodrooffe 
" within a yeare after the end of his apprentiship but if my sonn Thomas Wood- 
'' rooffe shall not accept of the said guift or grant of the aforesaid manner and 
*' premisses belonging to Huffham upon the aforesaid conditions but shall reftise 
** or neglect to pay the said sumes of monies in manner and forme above speci^ed 
^' and mentioned then I doe will and devise that my said sonne Thomas Woodrooffe 
*' shall and may sell the said moyety of the said manner and premisses with their 
« and every of their appurt'nces to such person or persons and to his or their heirs 
*^ for ever at such rate or rates price or prices as he can procure for the same and 
** to dispose of the monies raised in manner following that is to say one hundred 
^* pounds to my daughter Mary Woodrooffe and then all the rest of the monies 
'' raised by the sale of the said manner and premisses shall be divided betweene 
** my said sonnes William and Robert and my daughter Essex till they receive 
*' according to the particular sums appoynted to them in this my will that is to 
" say two hundred pounds to my sonne William two hundred to my sonne Robert 
'^ and two hundred to my daughter Essex if the monies raised by the sale of my 
" farme aforesaid will be sufficient to pay the said sums of monies before men- 
'' tioned if the monie feJls short then must my two sonns William and Robert and 
" my daughter Essex abate equally but in case my sonne Thomas Woodrooffe 
'* shall sell my estate at Huffham presently upon my decease and the monie shall 
^' rise to above seaven hundred pounds which are to be paid as above named then 
" shall he take the surplus or the remainder to himself in case my said sonn Thomas 
" Woodrooffe shall dye before he selleth the moyety of the said manner and 
^' premisses in fee as aforesaid then I doe will and devise that my loving son 
'^ William Woodrooffe shall and may sell the said manner and premisses as afore- 
** said and he shall pay the monies as above directed and my further will and 
^* meaning is that if any of my said sonns or daughters William or Robert Mary 
'^ or Essex shall happen to dye leaveing neither husband nor wife child or children 
'* of their respective bodies lawfully issueing before such time as the said monies 
*' become due to them and is appoynted to be paid to them by my sone Thomas 
** Woodrooffe as before expressed at the perticular times above named then shall 
'' his her or their shares of the said monies be equally divided betweene my 
'^ loving wife Anne Woodrooffe and my said sonn Thomas Woodrooffe but if 
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'' either of mj soniiB or daughterg shall dye leaveing husband or wife child or 
*^ children of their respectiTe bodies lawfdlly begotten then his or her or their 
^' share or shares of the said monies hereby bequeathed to them shall be paid to 
'' their severall and respectiTe husband or wife or child or children I doe more- 
" 07er give and bequeath unto my said son Thomas Woodrooffe from time to time 
'^ and at all times dureing and untill such time as he shall (if he thinke fitt) make 
'' sale of the said moyety of the said mannor and premisses in the said County of 
'' Kent full power and authority to make any lease or leases as occasion shall 
'^ require of all or any part of the said moyety of the said mannor already men- 
" tioned for any number of yeares not exceeding eleaven years in like manner I 
" give the same power and authority to my son William in case my said sone 
'' Thomas shall dye before the monies be paid as I have by this my will appoynted 
'' and in case they both dye before the severall sums be paid to my surriying 
'' children and noe security be given for the payment of the said sums of monies 
'' then my sone Robert Woodrooffe shall and may sell the said mannor of Huffham 
'' and dispose of the money raised by sale as above mentioned moreover I give and 
*' bequeath unto my son Thomas Woodrooffe all my books and manuscripts what- 
" soever unto my daughter Anne Walker I give ten pounds to be paid within a 
** yeare and all the rest of my goods chattels and personal estate whatsoever I give 
'' to Anne my loving and well beloved wife whom I doe nominate and appoynt sole 
'' Executrix of this my will and so revoking all former wills by me at any time 
'* made I doe declare and publish this to be my last Will and Testament contained 
'' in three leaves of paper and to every page thereof have sett my hand and to the 
'' last page thereof have sett my hand and scale this eleaven day of September in 
" the first yeare of the raigne of our Soveraigne Lord and Lady King William and 
" Queene Mary Defender of the Faith etc. and in the yeare of our Lord Christ one 
'< thousand six hundred eighty and nine." Thomas Woodrooffe.

" I the aforesaid Thomas Woodrooffe doe hereby declare my mind and will to 
'' be that my loving wijfe Anne Woodrooffe shall have full power and authority 
*' from time to time and at all or any times dureing her naturall life to make lease 
'' or leases of my messuage or tenement in my will mentioned and called the 
** Maydonhead in London for any number of yeares not exceeding one and twenty 
'' and to take to her owne use one or more fine or fines not exceeding one hundred 
'^ pounds apiece at and for the making such lease or leases and I doe hereby annex 
^* this as a codicil to my said will and doe make it a part thereof In Witnesse I 
'* have hereunto sett my hand and scale this eleaven day of September Anno 
** Domini one thousand six hundred eighty and nine. Thomas Woodrooffe.

(3.) Epilaph at BaUham. 

Sacred to the memory of William Woodrooffe B.D. formerly Fellow of Queen's 
College in Cambridge and Rector of this Parish 84 years, where he constantly 
resided and fiEdthftally discharged the Duties of his Function and enforced his 
Doctrine by a good and pious Example which caused him to live beloved and dye 
lamented June 20 1782 in the 76^ year of his age. He married Elizabeth second 
daughter of Nathanael Ourdon D.D. of Assington Hall in Suffolk who was 
remarkable for her Piety and Charity and in all respects a Wife suitable to so 
good a Husband. She died Septr. 26 1741 in the 70^ year of her age. 

They had Issue 4 Sons and 2 Daughters who survived them, viz. : Thomas, 
William, John, Nathanael, Anne and Elizabeth.

* Catharine Woodroo£Ee and her sister Diana, wife of Captain George Tindal, B.N., were 
co-heiresses of their brother, Thomas Pocklington, who inherited from his Uncle (Thomas 
Manwood, son of John Manwood, Esquire, of Priors, at Broomfield in Essex, by his wife Diana, 
daughter of Richard Qold) the property of the Manwood family. 

Thomas Pocklington died 11 April 1769, aged 56. 

Mary, only child of Rey. Oliyer Pocklington by his first marriage (with Anne, daughter of 
Bey. — Caryer, Hector of Orton Longueyille) married Bey. John Tindal, Bector ol Chelmsford, 
elder brother of Capt. George Tindal.

In tbee, Lord, do we hope. 
Beneath this part of the Sacristj rests in peace, awaiting the coming of the 
Sapreme Jndge, Thomas Manwood, Qentleman, owner and inhabitant of the Manor 
of Priors in this Pariah, son of John Manwood, Esqnire, and learned compiler of 
the book on the laws of foreeta ; kinaman to Boger Manwood,* Knight, and Chief 
Baron of the Exchequer in the Reign of Elisabeth ; who died on the 20"* September, 
A.D. 16&0, aged 63. He married Anne, daughter of Thomas Love, Knight, and 
Vice-Admiral in the Navy of King James ; hj whom he bad issiie three sons and 
six daughters. Near him lies buried John Manwood, Qentleman, and eon of the 
aforesaid Thomas, who departed this life the ll"* April, a.d. 1705, aged 63- 
He married Diana, daughter of Richard Gold, Merchant of London, hj whom he 
left surriring an only son Thomas, and two daughters, Diana and Katharine, of 
whom Katharine, who married the Rev. Oliver Pocklington, A.M., Rector of Chelms- 
ford, was, whilst she Uved, a faithful wife, a tender mother, and a just stepmother. 
She died on the 28^^ March, A.D. 1716. 

She left children, Katharine, Thomas, Diana, and Anne ; the last is buried near 
her father. Thomas, sole heir to the name and property and still living, has erected 
this monmnent in memory of his ancestors, at his own expense, 26"* January, 
A.D. 1718.

* " Sir Koger Uanwood, boni at Bandwich, co. Kent, applying himaelt fiom bis Toatb to the 
•tad; of tlie Commoa law : wherein he attained to sach emineBc; that bj Qaeen Elizabeth be 
wag [deterred second juatice of the Common Pleu, in wbicb place be gave nicb proof of bis 
ftbility and integiit;, Oiat not long after, in Hilar; Term in the 21'' of Qaeen Elisabeth, he waa 
made Chief Baron of the Exchequer, discbarging that ofBce, to bis great commendation, foil 
fourteen years, till the day of hia death. He was mnch employed in matters of BtatQ and was one 
of the CommusioueTB wbo sat on the trial of the Queen of Scots. His book on the ' Forest Laws ' 
is a piece highly prized by men of hia protession. In vacation time, his moat constant habitation 
was at St. Stephens in Canterbury, where, saitb my aathor, the poor inhabitants were much 
beholden to his boonteoiu liberality. He erected and endowed a fair free school at Sandwich, 
the place of bis nativity, and died in the 36'^ of Queen Elizabeth, Anno Domini 1593.'' — Fuller's 
' Worthies of England,' vol. ii., p. 114.)

Manwood of Hackington, Kt. -.—'•■ Upon the helme out of a crowne a Leopard's head gould."

Diana, wife of George Tindal, Captain in the Royal Navy, 

Who in respect to the memory of so kind a Brother, 

Caused this monument to be erected.

Sacred to the Memory of the Rev^ Brampton Gurdon, M.A., Vicar of this 
Parish, Rector of Milden, and OflBcial of Sudbury, who departed this life Aug** 21«* 
1780, in the 73*^ year of his age. He married Anne, the daughter of William 
Woodrooffe, B.D., Rector of Balsham in Cambridgeshire, by whom he had a 
daughter who died in her infancy. 

M" Anne Gurdon, Relict of the above, departed this life January 10^ 1789, 
aged 80 years.

'' About the year 1720 it was, that I walked to Brentwood in Essex, where I 
found my excellent and pious Mend and fellow-sufferer for religion, Mr. Martin 
Tomkins, who had been lately expelled by his Dissenting Congregation at Newing- 
ton on suspicion of the Arian Heresy, as I had been from Cambridge long before. 
He was the Author of that remarkable and good-natured ' Appeal to a Turk or an 
Indian! about the Athanasian Doctrine of the Trinity, which greatly moved good 
Doctor Watts, who had before written for it ; and the late edition of which lu^, 
I believe, intirely cooled Dr. Watts' and all his friends' zeal in that controversy. 
My friend lodged with Mr. Barbor, the then Dissenting Minister at Brentwood, 
who invited him sometimes to preach for him there. The reason of my introducing 
Mr. Barbor into these Memoirs is this. One of Mr. Barber's ancestors, in the days 
of bloody Queen Mary, was become a Protestant and was condemned to be bumt in 
Smithfield ; the fiiggots were accordingly laid about the stake to which poor Mr. 
Barbor was tied, and were about to be set on fire when the news came that Queen 
Mary was dead, upon which all knew that her sister Elizabeth was to succeed. This 

* There was in the poBseflnon of this lady a canons Jewel, of which the foUowing acconnt is 
copied from the wiU of her grandfather, Gabriel Barbor : — 

" Mr. Barbor (the father of my great-grandfather), for his firm adherence to the Protestant 
" religion, was in Qneen Biary^s reign brought into Smithfield to suffer at the stake, bat whilst he 
** was taking leave of certain friends, news came the Qaeen was dead, so that the Popish party did 
'* not dare to put him to death. In remembrance of so eminent a presenratioti, the said Mr. 
'* Barbor had the effigies of Qaeen Elisabeth cut out upon a stone, bequeathing the jewel to his 
" eldest son, if he had a daughter and named her Elizabeth, otherwise the jewel should descend to 
** the second son, if the condition was fulfilled by him, but if not, then to the third son, and so on. 
" This is y* account as it has been handed down from father to son, and hitherto there has been an 
"• Elizabeth in the family." August 24, 1724. At the death of Mrs. Blencowe, the Barbor family 
became extinct, and the jewel is now in the possession of her grandson, the Bey. Edward Eyerard 
Blencowe. 
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took away all the power of snch officers as were to see the ezecntion, and sared 
Mr. Barbor. In memory of which most providential delivery, Mr. Barbor had a 
pictore of Queen Elizabeth, that saved him, made with ornaments about it ; and, as 
he said, ' he hoped Almighty Otod would accept this his will for the Deed, and allow 
' him to be a Martyr for Religion.' So he ordered by his will that the same image 
should be transmitted down in the eldest branch of his family, for a memorial to 
all generations ; and there it is preserved to this day. When I was there I either 
did not know of it, or quite forgot to desire to see it. Nor did I ever remember to 
inform Queen Caroline of it, or procure her the sight of it, as it highly deserved ; 
it being, in my opinion, a nobler monument to the honour of that &mily than any 
monument of the military achievements of Alexander the Oreat, or Julius Caesar, or 
the like murderers of Men, could be to theirs. Mr. Fox, having omitted this most 
eminent case of Protestant Martyrdom, I thought it by no means improper to 
preserve it in this place.'' — (Whiston's * Memoirs of his own Life,' vol. i., pp. 
294-296). 



Dezcriptim of the Barbor Jewel, 

The effigies of Queen Elizabeth are cut in an onyx, which is surrounded by a 
variety of different gems ; from the jewel depends a cluster of pearls. On the 
reverse of the jewel is carved the oak tree in Hatfield Park, under which Queen 
Elizabeth was sitting when she heard the news of her sister's death. Upon receiv- 
ing the inteUigence she exclaimed : '^ Stop the Smithfield fires." 

An ivory case contains the picture of Mr. Barbor, in a dress richly ornamented 
with gold. ,

Admu-al Herringham entered the Navy in November, 1803, and, after 
serving off Dungeness and Boulogne, fought and was wounded at the battle of 
Trafalgar while in the Colossus, 74, and was gazetted. He next visited successively 
the Cape of Good Hope, St. Helena, Africa, Jamaica, the Mediterranean, and 
Channel Stations. He was gazetted Lieutenant in November, 1810, and served 
again in the Mediterranean and on the North Sea Station, and was Lieutenant of 
the Java, 46, when captured by the United States Frigate Constitution in 1812, 
and was again gazetted. 

He served for four years on the Irish, West Indian, and Channel Stations, and 
was advanced to the rank of Commander in January, 1818. He obtained the 
second Captaincy of the Talavera in September, 1831, and of the Forte, 44, in June, 
1833, and in the latter ship served on the North American and West Indian Stations. 
He was made Post Captain January, 1837 : Retired Rear Admiral May, 1857 : 
Vice Admiral 1863.

Winchelsea. lie married first (June 16^ 1674), the Lady Essex Rich, 
third daughter of Robert, third Earl of Warwick, Rev. Thomas Woodrooffe 
(Chaplain to Charles, fourth Earl of Warwick), performing the marriage 
ceremony at the Chapel at Leighs. He married secondly Anne, daughter 
of Christopher, Viscount Hatton ; and died January 21" 1729-80. 

2. Letter from Charles Edward Stuart, Duke of Albany (commonly called '' the 

Young Pretender "), supposed to have been addressed to Rev. Thomas Wood- 
rooffe, who was Vicar of Linton, 1731-41. It is endorsed, "My letters to 
3r ^/> ji^ig letter is not dated ; it was probably written from France just 
before the expedition of 1745.

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NOTES. 

The name Woodrooffe may be derived from the plant Woodrooffe or Woodruff 
(Aiperula odorata), Anglo-Saxon Wurderdfe (see Gerard's * Herbal ') ; or from the 
bird Woodruff, female Woodreve (MacMes pugnax) ; or from Woodreeve, a steward 
or overseer of woods, sometimes called a ** verderer." In connection with the latter 
derivation it is interesting to note that in the time of Edward IV. John Woodrove 
or WoodroflTe of Wolley was the King's receiver for his lands at Wakefield, Conis- 
burgh, and Hattefield (see * History and Antiquities of the Deanery of Craven/ by 
Dr. Whitaker, 1805, pp. 115-117) ; and that Latham Woodroffe, buried at Bake- 
well, Derbyshire, is described as "Steward to the Right Hon**** John, Earl of 
Rutland."
